The Emetienal Drama of the Sale of 
-@ Bunch ef Carrots. 


Tn Finland the people still cling to - 


a me of the old.customs—the old mar- 


ket days, for instance, and the mar- 


ket places, such as were familiar to 
English life’ a hundred years ago. 
There is little chance there for the 
middleman to make a profit in the 
\ transfer of produce from the producer 
to the consumer. A typical marizect 
scene is given by Paul Waineman in 
his book, ‘A. 8ummer Tour In Fin- 
land": ; 

“The market is a veritable delight 
to the eye of the visitor, it is so ridi- 
culously primitive and old fashioned. 
Thore are’ lines upon lines of quaint 
booths and rows’ of springless two- 
wheeled: market carts, with patient 
little Finnish borses standing as ino- 
tionless as it they had been made of 
the same gingerbread that a smiling 
markeb woman: offered to me as 1 
wended my way through their midst, 

“Dainty: ladies’ picked up their 
‘skirts as they throaded their way here, 
there and ‘everywhere, inspeoting mi- 
nutely the goods on the various stalls, 
always followed by a: red-cheeked 
handmaidan' bearing a huge old world 
wicker basket, from which’a very var- 
ied assortment of edibles peeped out. 

“At the market you can buy every- 
thing — meat: poultry, fruit, vege- 
tables, milk, butter, flowers, even to 
the humble wild lilies. The bum of 
voices is astonishing. There are ap- 
parently no fixed prices, and a tra- 
gedy of renunciation may be observed 
in the surrender of a handful of vege- 
tables to a customer who has bargain. 
ed too hard. 

“One especial bunch of carrota 
caught my attention. They appeared 
to -me to be-very ordinary: carrots, 
but their owner, an old man, bent 
nearly double with his years, lifted 
them tenderly from the corner of his 


cart, The would-be purchaser was an 
elderly woman with sharp, greedy 
eyes. I could see from the first that
